VEN EZ UE LAN All BITRATION. 

The Congress of the South American Re- 
public Opens To day. 

Washingto.n-, Feb. 19.— The conjjress 
of Vuuezuelii will meet to-morrow willi 
the expectation of congidorinu the treaty 
providing for the arbitration of the 
boundary dispute with Great Britain. 
The annual moasaeo of President Creapo, 
which will present at aome lengtii, the 
arRuraentB in supportof the treaty, if the 
ordinary course is followed, may not be 
laid before the congreaa until about three 
or four days after the opening of the ses- 
siun-, this delay being permitted in order 
to permit of the perfection of the organ- 
ization of congress. Senor Andrade, the 
Venezuelan minister lierc, says there 
can bo no doubt of the ratification of a 
treaty.

Lo.N'DON, Feb. 19.— .-Vta public meetinf: 
held in London to-night for the purpo.se 
of expressing sympathy witli theOretuns, 
a Lord Byron Society was organized. 
Prof. .Tames Bryce, formerly president of 
the board of trade, presided. Mr. Hur- 
t)ert Gladstone, Mr. V. S. Steveneon, M. 
P. for Glouci'Ster constituency, Sir It. T. 
Keid, M. P. for Dumfries, Mr. F. A. 
Ohanning, M. P. for Northamptonshire 
East, Rev. Canon VV. P. Warburton, 
the Dean of Westminster, Kev. New- 
man Hall and others were in attendance, 
liiyht Hon. W. E. Gladstone wired from 
the south of France denouncing the use 
of force against Greece. Great enthus- 
iasm was manifested during the meet- 
ing. Prof. Bryce and others applied 
vigorous language in denouncing the 
Sultan and expressing sympathy v/ith 
Greece. The mention of the King of 
Greece and Prince George led to oat- 
bursts of cheering. A resolution invit- 
ing aid for the Cretan refugees was 
ailopted. 

The garrison of Fort Vonkolies, com- 
prising 300 soldiers and 100 Cretan Mus- 
sulmans, after being dislodged by Greek 
artillery, retired to AUikianu, where this 
iort;o was again beleaj^nered. Fighting 
is proceeding. Tlie government has 
armed a number of Mussulman volun- 
teers, who started to the rescue. 

Athens, Feb. 19. — The National 
League has addregBed a memorial to 
King George and Premier Delyannis de- 
claring that if Europe tries to cancel the 
fait accompli of the union of Crete with 
Greece, tlie league, through its powerful 
resources in Macedonia and elsewhere, 
will provoke a general uprising of Hel- 
lenism. 

In the chamber to-day the premier, 
M. Delyannis, introdiioed a bill abolisli- 
ing the consulates of Greece to the island 
of Crete. The army reserves of 1890 
and 1S93 have been called out for active 
service. 

A British cruiser prevented ^ a Greek 
steamer from landing provisions and 
ammunition on the island of Crete. 
The incident has caused much excite- 
ment here. 

■ BicuLiN, Feb. 19. — The newspapers of 
this city reflect the hitter resentment 
felt by the Emperor William at the re- 
jection by the Marquis of Salisbury of 
His Majesty's personal proposal to coerce 
Greece by a joint blockade by the fleets 
of the powers of tlie I'iraeus, the port of 
Athens, in order to check the warlike 
demonstrations of Greece. In diplomatic 
circles it is surinised that the Fknperor 
William's di^^nity was in some manner 
offended, proL'ably by the tirm attitude 
asauniod by Greece in the face of the re- 
monstrances of the powers and Germany 
in particular, and hence_the extreme 
propoaal to blockade the Piraeus, which 
was urged by His Majesty with unusual 
vehemence upon the European cabineta 
through their ambassadors here. The 
]\Iiirquia of Salisbury, without any hesi- 
tation, ])roinptly declined the Emperor's 
propoHilinn, Huyiiig that public opinion 
in Great Britain woulil never acquiesce 
in sucli a proceeding. 

The National /jeitnii<; pointedly charges 
Great Britain with attempting to dteturb 
the peace of I'liiroiie, and says: "The 
iiiimediato future will show whether the 
agreement of the powers will be dis- 
turbed by the manifestation of separate 
Biitish interestH, which promises to 
raise the veil hitherto shielding ttie 
orii;in of this extremely striinge Greek 
adventure. From the outset we have 
been of the opinion that it was not so 
much to attat^k I'lirkey as to strilse a 
blow at the European peace." 

Nkw Yobk, Feb. 19. — A dispatch to the 
Herald from St. Petersburg says : " En- 
tire satisfaction is felt here at the result 
of the joint action of the powers at Crete, 
and ICiiiperor Willinm'fi warm adherence 
is nuicli apprei-ialed. Iwen England's 
action is pnuBcd by the N'ovoe Vremya. 
Asa precautionary nieasnn", serving as a 
caution to the ti reeks to behave reason- 
al)ly if the worst should come to them, 
the Uupsian S(]tiadron is ordered to re- 
main off Pineus. Its force of eiglit ships 
will be strengthened further by the ad- 
dition of the battleship Imperator 
Nikolay 11. 



Provincial and Domi.nion governments 
are pledged to give assistance to 
this project. The board of trade 
ia also urging the deepening of the 
river channel and the building of 
an immense dock to be erected at the 
east end of the city as well as the pro- 
vidinir of dry-dock accommodation for 
ships coining to port. Cattle shippers 
are counting on -liandling large niimbera 
of American cattle from tliia port dur- 
ing the coming season of navigation, on 
account of the rescinding of tlie quaran- 
tine regulations, while by means of the 
Ottawa and Parry Sound railway and 
the Ottawa river it i\i expected to divert 
a larger share of the grain trade to Mon- 
treal. The St. Lawrence forwarders are 
also putting fortli increased efforts to 
carry the trade, the building of a grain 
elevator at Kingston being part of the 
Bclieiiio. lion. Mr. Laurier, the premier, 
touched on these matters the last time 
he spoke in Montreal, and at a meeting 
to-night the Minister of Public Works, 
Hon. J. I. Tarte, intimated that the 
deejiening of the river channel and im- 
provements in the east end of the harbor 
would speedily be pushed to a couclu- 
aiou.

OUTPOSTS ATTACKED. 

Greeic Army Asstunes tlie Offensive and 
Attaclts the Turks— Arms Supplied 
to Mohnininedans. 

London, Feb. 19.— (Latest)— A dis- 
patch to the Times from Oanea says : 
•The Greek army has taken the 
oU'enaivo and attncked the Turk- 
ish outposts at Platagia. The 
Turkish oiitposts were overpowered and 
compelled to retire in tlio direction of 
the town. A crowd of Mohammedana 
surrounded Konak, asking for arms and 
ammunition, when 200 stand of arms 
were served out to them. The Greek 
consul has asked his government to send 
more men-of-war* 



TEADB OP THE ST. LAWEENCE. 

Some of tbe Directions lii Which it is 
Hoped to Increase Canadian 
Business. 

Toronto, Feb. 19.— There is a 
strong probability that by a vote 
at the approaching session of parlia- 
ment, tlie Intercolonial railway will bo 
extended from Levis, opposite Que- 
bec, to Montreal. The proposed 
$0,000,000 passenger and railway 
bridge across the river at Montreal 
ia » part' of the scheme, and both the 



The Eestrictious as They Specially 
Apply to the People, of 
Canada. 



■\V.\.sm.NciTo.s-, Feb. 19. — The immigra- 
tion bill now goes to the President, the 
last legislative step having been taken 
in the senate by an agreement to the 
conference report on the bill. Strong 
opposition was made to the report, but 
on the linal vote the friends of the 
measure rallied a small majority, the 
vote being, yeas 34, nays 31. 

The bill, as passed, extends the immi- 
gration restrictions against : 

" All persona physically capable and 
over 16 years of age who cannot read and 
write the English language or some 
other language, but a person not so able 
to read and' write who is over 50 years 
of age and is the parent or grandparent 
of a qualified immigrant over 21 years 
of age and capable of supporting such 
parent or grandparent, may accompany 
such immigrant, or such a parent or 
grandparent may be sent for and come 
to join the family of a child or grand- 
child over 21 years of age, similarly 
qualified and capable, and a wife or 
minor child not so able to read and write 
may accompany or be sent for and come 
to join the husband or 'parent similarly 
qualified and capable." 

For the purpose of testing the immi- 
grant's illiteracy, he is compelled to 
read and write from twenty to twenty- 
five words of the United States const^i- 
tution. 

Aaide from these extensions of the pre- 
sent law the bill inaugurates a new 
system of restricting immigration from 
border countries, and .designed to apply 
principally to immigration from Canada. 

The provisions are as follows : 

Section d. That it shall hereafter be 
unlawful for any male alien who has 
not in good faith made his declaration 
before tlio proper court of his intention 
to become a citi/.en of the United States 
to be employe I on any public works of 
the United States or to come regularly 
and habitually into the United States 
by land or water for the purpose of en- 
gaging in any mechanical trade or man- 
ual laljor, for wages or salary, returning 
from time to time to a foreign country. 

Section 5. That it shall be unlawful 
for any person, ))artnerBhip, company or 
corporation knowingly to employ any 
alien coming into the United States in 
violation of the next precedini; section 
of this act. Provided that the provis- 
ions of this act sliall not apply to the 
employniciit of sailors, deckhands or 
other taipioyes of vessels or railroad 
train bands, .••iich as conductors, engi- 
neers, brakeiiii'ii, firemen or baggage 
masters, whose duties re(iuiro them to 
pass over the frontier to reach the ter- 
minal of their runs, or to boatmen or 
guides on the lakes and rivers of the 
northern border of tbe United States. 
A violation of these sections ia made a 
misdemeanor, punishable by lino up to 
$500, or imprisonment up to one year, 
or both. 

A special provision exempts from the 
operation of the law persons arriving 
from Cuba during the continuance of the 
present disorder there. The law ia to 
take eli'ect July 1 . 

WiNn.sou, Feb. 19.— (Sptcial)- The 
endorsation of the immiizration bill by 
the United States senate ia causing great 
excitement in this city. Several hun- 
dred people living here are emi)loyed in 
Detroit. Half are women, however, and 
only men wUl bo aCTected by the Corliss 
amendment. 

F. S. Evans, manager of the Canadian 
Typograph Co., sajB that if the bill be- 
comes law eveyy resident of Detroit in 
their employ will either move to Wind- 
sor or be discharged. 

DuTiioiT, Feb. 19. — The citizens of 
Windsor are agitating a movement fpr 
tiie enactment of a law for an export 
duty on natural gas, as one means of re- 
taliating against the amendment of 
Representative Corliss, of this city, to 
the immigration bill, which is desigred 
to prohibit residents of Canada from 
working on this aide. An export duty 
would shut off Detroit's natural gas sup- 
ply. 

O ri'.vwA, Feb. 19. — William McGregor, 
M.P.. Windsor, ia in the city. He is 
hero seeing the government in regard to 
the operation of the alien labor law. 
He says that if the United States gov- 
ernment put tbe Corliss bill into force, 
Canada should be prepared to meet it in 
the same spirit.

BUSINESS IN CANADA. 

) Definite Change in Business the Ten- 
dency Being Towards Inactivity. 

New YoiiK, Feb. 19.— R. G. Dun & 
Company will say of Canadian trade: 
There is no definite change in Canadian 
busincsa, altliough tho prevailing ten- 
denco seems to be to\vard inactivity and 
waiting. St. John reports general 
quietude and a decrease of county 
orders; Halifax announces fair 
orders for dry goods and hard- 
ward, but there is not much activity 
in other lines, with low pricea for fish 
and dragging collections.. (Quebec has 
free spring orders for dry goods and an 
active demand for boots and ahoea, with 
a fair diatribution of groceries. Mon- 
treal lacks buoyancy in trade and com- 
plains of the restricted circulation of 
money in the country, with slow 
collections. Toronto has a big de- 
mand for dry goods, groceries, hard- 
ware ])0ultry and dairy products, but 
wheat ia dull, though hides and leather 
are firmer. Winnipeg has dull business 
and alow collectiona, while in Victoria 
there is a slight improvement in busi- 
ness and fair collections, Vancouver 
having a slowly increasing activity. In 
general tho money niarketa are easy, 
with but a moderate demand, whilepay- 
ments are not satisfactory.

Their Objects Briefly Deflued-Co- 
operative Industries Speeiflcally 
Eneonraged. 



The practiciil legislation to which Pre- 
mier Turner briefly referred in his ad- 
dresses to the dairymen and fruit grow- 
ers a few weeks ago, in connection with 
the discussion of the advantages of or- 
ganization and co-operation, lias now 
been embodied as promised in a parlia- 
mentary bill, and laid before the legisla- 
ture. The measure embodies the main 
principles of the Ontario and Manitoba 
legislation in the same regard, while it 
has been carefully redrawn to meet the 
special requirements o[ British Colum- 
bia, and to define as concisely as possible 
the scope and advantages of the insti- 
tutes, organization of which is autho- 
ized. It also provides by sehedale the 
following divisions : 

Division No. 1 — Vancouver island and 
adjacent islands, and the Mainland 
coast contiguous. 

(Vlberni — To include the former elec- 
toral district of Alberni. 

Comox— To include the electoral divi- 
sion of Comox. 

Cowichan — To include the former elec- 
toral district of Salt Spring Island. 

Nanaimo and Oedar Districts — To in- 
clude the electoral divisions of North 
and South Nanaimo. 

Victoria District — To include the elec- 
toral divisions of Ksquimalt, South Vic- 
toria, and North Victoria, exclusive of 
Salt Spring Island. 

Salt Spring Island-^To include the 
former electoral Islands district. 

Division No. 2— Westminster dis- 
trict- 
Delta — To include the municipalitv of 
IVlta. 

iSurrey-Langley — To include the mu- 
nicipalitiea of Surrey and Langley. 

I'lictunond — To include the munici 
])aliiies of Richmond, Burnaby and 
South Vancouver, and the unorganized 
territory adjacent to Kurrard Inlet, as 
may he defined by the lieutenant-gov- 
ernor in council. 

Mission — To include the municipali 
ties of Matsqui, Mission and Dewdney, 
and adjacent territory, as may be defined 
by the lieuteuant-governor in council. 

Chilliwiick — To include the munici 
palities of Chilliwack, Sumas and Kent. 

Maple Ridge — To include the munici- 
paliiiesof Maple Ridge and Coquitlam 

I 'iviaion No. 3 — ^Interior. 

Okanagan — To include East Ruling 
Vale electoral district. 

ICamloops — To include North Biding 
Yale electoral district. 

Lillooet — To include East and West 
Ridings of f^illooet division and West 
Riding of Yale division. 

Oarihoo — To include electoral division 
of Cariboo. 

The objects of such institutes is to 
provide for the encouragement of agri 
culture, horticulture, arboriculture, 
manufactures and its useful arts — 

(a.) By holding meetings for the dis 
cusaion of and hearing lectures on sub 
jecti in connection with the theory and 
practice of improved husbandry and 
other industrial purposes. 

(b.) By proiuoliiig the circulation of 
a'iriculturrtl, horticultural, arboricul 
tural anil mechanical periodicals. 

(c.) By iiii porting and otherwise pro 
curing and distributing seeds, plants 
and animals of new and valuable kinds 

(d.) By oll'ering prizes for essays and 
questions of scientific inquiries relating 
to agriculture, horticulture, arboricul 
ture, nutnufactures and tlie useful arts 

(e.) By co-operation for carrying on 
any industry, or for any puri)oae related 
to agriculture within the district, as pro 
vided for in section 15 of this act. 

An institute may be Organized and 
will be entitled to receive government 
aid on complying with the following con 
ditiona : 

(a.) That the number of mombera is 
at least fifteen, each paying an annual 
fee of Jint less than fifty cents. 

(b.) That llie [jrovisions of this act 
and the imiIch and regnlation.s approved 
by the Licracnant-tiovernor in Council, 
snail have been carefully observeil. 

(c.) That all rejjorta or returns rcquir 
eel tij be made under the ))ri)visiotis of 
this act shall have been received to the 
satiafaction of the Provincial Secretr>,ry 

(d.) That at least three regular meet- 
ings shall have been held during the 
year. 

The provision for legislative aid is as 
follows: 

"The legislative assembly may each 
year set apart a certain auni of money 
for aiding farmers' inHtitute-s whose re- 
turna have been trananiitted, and wlio 
have complieil witli the provisions of 
I ids act and the rules" and regulations 
tliat may he inissed Ijy the Lieutenant 
(Joverimr-iu-Council, to each institute 
whose memberabip is shown to amount 
to from fifteen to one hundred a sum of 
fifty cents for each paid up member up 
to one hundred, and twenty-five cents 
foi; each paid np member over one hun- 
dred, will be allowed." 

Munieipalities are empowered to grant 
aid to such alliances if they see fit. The 
Fruit Growers' Association and any 
other agricultural association may come 
within the provisions of this act. A 
central farmers' institute to meet annu- 
ally, and the collection of statistics are 
nl-'i) provided for. 

The bill contains a section to the ell'ect 
that : " Upon apjjlication to the minister 
of ten or more resident and bona fide 
farmers of the district, such applicants 
inay engage in and carry on on a co-op- 
erative basin ony of the followinir, viz. ; 
<a) a Farmers' Exchange for buying and 
Belling farm produce; (b) a cheese fac- 
tory ;(c) a creamery; (dj a fruit-canning, 
])reBerving or evaporating factory ; (e) a 
anutual credit association for the purpose 
<if receiving deposits and loaning money 
to its meml)ora ; (f) or in any other en- 
terprise that may b(! approved by tbo 
1 aeuteuant-( iovei'iior in council as com- 
ing among tlie olijects and within the 
meaning of lliiHact." An asaociation 
formed under tbe jiower thus conferred 
•comes under the Companies' Act. 
l\vonty-live per cent, of the capital must 
be subscribed iiiid ten percent, he paid 
lip to entitle applicants to tbe benefits of 
thia part of this measure. 



m BOODIiIN& AT VIGTO-RIA. 

A Higher Sense of OfBcial Intes^lty and 
Honor on the Canadian Side of i 
the Line. 

I do not hesitate for one moment to 
say I believe there is a much higher 
sense of ofHcial dignity and honor on 
this side of the line than there is on the 
other side, and tbere could not well be a 
more striking illustration of the truth 
of this statement tluin the fact that there 
is just being completed under govern- 
ment supervision here a now capitol 
building for British Columbia, a splendid 
structure, with not a breath of suspicion 
that not a member of the govorunient or 
legislature has made a dollar out of it 
improperly. With an expenditure of 
three-quarters of a million dollars there 
has never been any charge of the misap- 
projjriation of a cent. 

Of course there are dishonest' men in 
British Columbia as well as in otlier 
countries, but there is a sense of offlcial 
honor and decorum here which one fails 
to discover in other places not a thousand 
miles distant, and if the people who live 
in some of these other places were to 
come over hero and take a few lessons 
they might learn something to their ad- 
vantage.— J. R. R. in the Rossland 
Miner.

A Sealing Crew Take Objection to 
Their Bill of Fare and Demand 
Luxuries. 



Schooners iu Port Preparing to Sail 
— NeAX' Japanese Traus-Paciilc 
Line. 



Through the exercise, of good judge 
ment Captain J. 0. Townsend, oi the 
schooner O. D. Rand, has averted con- 
siderable trouble on board his vessel, 
which is searching for seal oti' the Ameri- 
can coast. In a letter dated February 8 
to Mr. Joseph Boacowitz of this city, the 
owner of the vessel, the Captain gives an 
account of an incipient mutiny which his 
men entered into, but which he was able 
to dispose oi very successfully. The 
crew, Mr. Boacowitz explains, wanted to 
sample the luscious orange and other 
new season's fruits when off the Golden 
Gate ; they wanted fresh meat, too, and 
though milk and honey were not speci- 
fied in their bill of grievances, the fat of 
the land was that they wanted and with 
which only they woukl be pacified. 

The bill of fare aboard ship not being 
immediately arranged to suit their de- 
mands they refused work and made 
strong protestations. CaptainTowneend, 
notwithstanding all this, wouUf not en- 
ter the Golden Gate. He steered clear 
of all such allurements, and with a little 
moral suasion and freah meat was able 
to overcome the difficulty. He is to be 
in Euculet by the lirst of the coming 
month, and will there deal with all ob 
jectiona from his men. The weather, 
the captain states in his letter, has been 
extremely rough throughout the voyage. 
His catch up to the date of writing was 
125 skins — better than the majority of 
the "takes" in Southern waters this 
year, for from the stray reports received 
from that locality those sealing grounds 
have not been productive of good results. 
One ellect of the recent success of a 
number of sealing captains in aecuring 
Indian crews on the West Coast at rates 
satisfactory to them is now manifest on 
the local waterfront in the preparation 
of several vessels for sea. Craft which 
a week ago appeared harbor fixtureej for 
the season are now 'refitting and provi 
sioning, and it is not unlikely that next 
week will see the Dora Sieward, the 
Maud S., the Minnie, the Zillah May 
and others away. The Maud S. has al- 
ready cleared and may hoist her canvas 
at any time now. Captain R. E. Mc- 
Kiel again has command, and besides a 
white crew of seven it is his intention to 
complete his complement of men with 
twenty West Coast Indians. 

CHANGE REI'ORTKD UECOMES EFKECTED. 

Thursday's Seattle I'.-I. says : " Cant 
Edward Clements, recently of the steam- 
er City of Kiiiuston, and C. H. Wolford, 
fi rat as.sistant engineer, have ))urchasied 
of I'.arneaon Ciiilcot the little steamer 
AKtI, and will leai-e in her thia week 
for Juneau, where they will estahliali 
the .Mert on a regular route in the 
vicinity of Juneau. The Alert is oidy 
t') feet long, with a net regiatered ton- 
nage of 11.85, buttheold steam boatmen 
seem to think they have a good thing. 
Capt. Clements has been with the 
Kingston for seven years, lirst as pilot 
and afterwards auci;eeding Capt. (ieorge 
Robert.H, at i)resunt, with other.H, operat- 
ing the steamahij) Willapa. Ca])t. An 
derson has lieen ai)pointed master of the 
Kingston to succeed Capt. Clements 
Capt. Anderson haa been in charge of 
the Quarterniaster dry dock for abme 
time, and was before that captain of the 
old Kteamer Olympian. Mr. Wolfortl 
has been with the Kingston since the 
fall of 1887, filling the position of first 
engineer. He was one of the crew 
which came in her through the Straits 
of Magellan from the Hudson river.." 

NEW JAI'AXICSE T.INIC. 

A movement is on foot in Japan, and 
from th(! best report available has every 
promise of being successfully carried 
out, to oj)erate a line of steamshiiis on 
the Pacific with Tacoma as the only Am- 
erican terminus, says the Union of that 
city. The name of the new concern is 
to be the Japan Volunteer Steamship 
Company. The vessels of the lino are 
to be named after famous Japanese 
swords. Ata recent gathering of the 
originators of the scheme they pledged 
them'selves to maintain the patriotic 
spirit of the venture above the commer- 
cial. The now line expects to secure a 
large bonus from the government. It is 
the intention of the company to estab- 
lish its head office in Kobe, and branches 
at Osaka, Yokohama, Tokyo, Moji, Mis- 
umi and Ivelung. Moreover it will have 
oflicea in eleven of the principal Chinese 
porta, three in Korea and seven in Aus- 
tralia, is addition to' the Tacoma office 
uid a probable branch at Vladivostock.

Vancouvkh, Feb. 19. — Vancouver is 
abont to poesesaita first Balmon cannery, 
that of the English Bay Canning Co. at 
Jericho, adioining the city limits. The 
building will be large and capable of ac- 
commodating a pack of 30,Q00 oases. Tlie 
stmotare is to be completed n ithin bIx 
weeks in readiness for the year's opera- 
tions. Quite a lieet of fiahiiig boats uow 
frequentJy eiit;ngea in salmon catchinij 
tluring tlio eeaaoii, practicalli- within tho 
city waters and liard by ilie new can- 
nery site.

Not long ago prices of locations were 
subject to violent flucttiations in a sin- 
gle day. At one time !fo,O00 would be 
asked for a mine and not a cent less. 
In 2-1 hours the same vendor would be 
oll'ering his proposition for .'foD to enulile 
him to take a sluire in " something else 
he liked better.'' Men made fertunes 
(in their minds) and lost them 
again before one sun had set. 
la the excitement some jiropeities were 
purctiaaed at remarkably low ligures, 
which have since turned out excellent 
claims. In one instaneea first class pro- 
jjerty was bought from the three owners 
at widely different prices, owing to the 
purchaser dealing with each one separ- 
ately on the si)ot for cash. Though they 
had equal sliarca, one man got more 
than ten times what another did for his 
share. Coal Hill was well ailvertised in 
those days, and many Koolenay men 
came over and had a look around, and 
eventually bonded numerous properties. 
In Atigust, 1S!)5, Louis Victor lieniiett 
staked the lirst property on Coal Hill. 
Mr. Bennett claims that he had known 
about the rock being in place on the 
claim a year before, and Jiad kept it 
quiet until he was ready to handle the 
property. This was easy enough, and 
reasonable enough in those days, for no 
■ one dreamt that there was any miueral 
around Kamloops. But the announce- 
ment that rich mineralized ore had been 
found close to the city caused tremend- 
ous excitement, the town wont wild, 
and of course there was a rush made for 
Coal Hill. 

The second claim was staked by 
Messrs. Cream, Lyons and Ford, and 
was no other than the famona Iron 
Mask. The claim was sold for $510 cash 
and some stock to W. Newman, of Tor- 
onto, who organi/.ed a company, of whicli 
Clark Wallace is a prominent member. 
The Python was the next claim, staked 
by Indian Agent W. F. Wood and a 
partner. They at once drove atannel in 
their property 60 feet, with tlie most ex- 
cellent results. After this J. H. Morri- 
son staked several claims, conspicuous 
among them being the Sun Rise. Then 
carao Gearen's Lucky Strike, already 
liiBtorii;al on account of the peculiar 
manner in which the mineral deposit 
was (liHcovercd. (learen has a ranch 
and deals in dairy jiroduce. He was 
driving homo to his ranch and was pass- 
ing a Droperty were one of his bulls was 
pasturing. Another bull BudOenly 
approached the Gearen bovine, and 
Mr. GoaroD, seeing there was go- 



ing to be a scrap, pulled up 
his horse. Eock and mud soon began to 
fly and tbeaniinala became horn-locked. 
Mr. Gearen seeing iiia bull was getting 
rather the worsfof it jumped the feni^o 
and drove the enemy oil' the field. lie 
waan't thinking about mineral, but he 
thought the rock kicked from under the 
grass by the hulls looked rather funny; 
then he remi.'iubercd the excitement in 
town about the mines near there. He 
drove home, told his people about the 
rook and showed it to them.

WESTMINSTER. 

Wjcbtminsteb, Feb. 19.— The board of 
trade met yesterday under the presi- 
dency of Mr. 0.

London, Feb. 1!).— The South African 
iiKliiiry committeu, iippoiiited hy imrlia- 
iiieul to iiiveslipute Uio Transvaal raid, 
raaunied its sesaiona to-day in WeBtniln- 
stur hall. Keen interest Ib manHeated 
ill the pi-ocoedinga. Tho Prince of Wales 
occujiied the fianm seat as on Ttiusdiiy 
laBt, next to the Kufl of Selborne. t^ir 
William Vernon liarcotirt continued hia 
esamination ot Colonel Cecil RliodcB, 
the former premier of Cape Colony. 

The examination of Col. Khodea wna 
tedious and lasted all day long with 
waniiij: interest. It developed nothing 
now of general interest. The wltneas 
fieqiiuntly repeated that he did not want 
to Bliirk reaponaibility and that he acted 
Holely in the capacity of a private citizen 
interoHted in the welfare of South Africa. 
He did not attempt to defend himself 
from the charge of liaving supplied the 
resources of the chartered company in 
aid of the revolution, and reiterated that 
he did not commuiiiciue with tlio Duke 
of Abercorn or other iiieiiiberH of tho 
chartered company in London relative to 
tho raid.

EXPENDITURES IN KOOTENAY. 

Much has been aaid about an alleged 
disproportion of receipts from West 
Kootenay to expenditures, and tbe 

(•hief ground of complaint against the 
prnvinciiil government from that section 
of tlie Province, indeed we may eay it ia 
the cliief of all tlio grounds of complaint, 
is bised upon this imaginary discrep- 
ancy. We liave taken the trouble to as- 
cert tin the actual facta of the case, and 
the83 allow that so far from the province 
liaving been niggardly with West Koo- 
tenay, its treatment of that district has 
been liberal m the extreme. Dur- 
ing the five years ending June 
30, 1806, the provincial expendi- 
ture in West Kootenay reached tbe very 
respectable sum of $1,037,871, while tbe 
total contributions of the district to tbe 
])rovincial revenue during the same 
period amounte.l to .$391 ,-4 OS. Tlieso 
amounts are made up as follows:

LAND TITLES IN ROSSLAND. 

The claims of the squatters in the 
town of Roaeland are to bo brought be- 
fore the legislature by petition. The 
question involved is the cause of much 
discussion in the town and ought to be 
settled in some way at the earliest possi- 
ble day, for as long as it is in abeyance 
improvements and building operations 
will be generally retarded. The petition 
circulated for signatures repr9Bents that 
all tbe land occupied in Roaeland, except 
the original townsite, known aa lot 51!5, 
group I, West Kootenay, is claimed by 
the Nelacn & Fort Sheppard Railway 
Company, but the right of the railway 
to all the lands except that south of the 
original towiisito ia claimed by other 
parties. The Taris Belle Gold Mining 
Company inaista that its mineral 
claim ia excepted from Iho gnuit 
to tlie railway ; llie owners of 
tbe Derby mineral claim take 
tbe aame position in regard to the land 
within the limits of their claim, and 
Charles Dundee clainia 320 acres north 
and northwest of the original townaite 
under a pre-emption flled in 18',)l, which 
was before the grant to the railway. 
These three parcels of land are the beat 
adapted for building site of any in the 
vicinity of the original townsite and 
probably three-fourths of the population 
reside on them. The claims of the Taria 
Belle and the railwa}' are iu litiuation, 
and Dundee proposes to teat bis claim 
by a suit, but the petitionera think it 
will take two years to determine the 
legal questions involved and say the de- 
lay will be intolerable. They therefore 
want an act passed to provide for a l)oard 
of conmiiasioiiera to fix a price for the 
land and give a title to purchasers, the 
money wiien paid to be held for the 
benetit of the parties entitled to it. 

On the face of it the proposition seems 
a very reasonable one. The railway 
company has prepared an agreement 
which ia intended to meet the case, but 
objection is made to it on the ground 
that it really holds the company to 
nothing. All that the conijjany agrees 
to ia to convey " the title thereto as the 
same aa ia now held by the party of the 
first part (the company) by its Crown 
grant." If thia ia all that the company 
is bound to do by the agreement it cer- 
tainly will have an advantage over the 
purchasers. It will satisfy ita part of 
the agreement by giving such title as it 
has. If that title is only a colorable one 
the conii)any does not agree to refund 
the purchase money. The Rosaland 
Miner, which has not been diaposed 
eapecially to favor the squatters, admits 
that tlie meaning of the agreement needs 
elucidation. We have no desire to pre- 
judge tlio matter or to unduly interfere 
in a matter especially airectiiig Koss- 
land, but it appears aa if the proposition 
of the squatters as set out in their peti- 
tion is wholly equitable. It certainly is 
of great importance to a large number of 
people that titles to land in tlie growing 
town should be placed beyond ([uestion 
aa soon as poaaible.

If we add to these expenditures the 
excess of interest paid on the railway 
subsidy over the receipts from the rail- 
waya, .1162,719, we find tliat during the 
last five years the Province Ir.ia paid 
on current account ^aiiii.lGlJ on ac- 
eoant of West Kootenay against 
$376,868 receipts; that is to say, of tbe 
total amount received in the five years 
mentioned from West Kooteiuiy only 
$I0,()99haB been available forthegeneral 
expenses of the provincial government 
aa (iiatinguished from local expenses, or 
a trifle over $2,000 a year. It may be 
that this showing affords just ground for 
complaint, but we fail to see that West 
Kootenay ig entitled to make it. 

We do not wish to overlook the fact 
that in 1895-06 the revenue from West 
Kootenay greatly exceeded the expendi- 
tures there, but it will bo seen by refer- 
ence to the above statement of expendi- 
tures in detail that there has been no 
necRSBary relation between receipts and 
expenditures of this diatrict in any ono 
year any more than there luis been 
1). it ween those of any other diatrict. 
Keceipts fluctuate and so do expendi- 
tures, the former depending upon cir- 
cumatancea which can never be accur- 
ately foreseen, the latter upon what 
see m to be the moat urgent necessities 
of the district at the time the estimates 
are made up. When tbeestimatea for 1895- 
iiC) were made uj), that ia in tlio early part 
of 1895, no ono anticipated that the re - 
ceipts from West Kootenay would in- 
crease aa they have done or that the in- 
tiuz of population would create a de- 
mand for larger expenditures. 

The above showing completely dis- 
proves the case which the Opposition

It is not often thatamember in charge 
of a bill is met by such an entire mis- 
conception of ita purpoee astheAttorl 
ney-General was when lie brought up 
the Masters and Servants' Act yester- 
day. The critica of the tneaauro ignored 
entirely the fact that every subject dealt ^ 
with in the various sectionBcoines within ; l?i 
the scope of the law aa it now atanda, 1 1 
Thus a man may contmct with another 
to give him his services for as many 
years as he likes. Mr. Eberts' bill limits 
the time during which such contracts 
will hold good to nine years. Yet sev- 
eral members objected that thia 
was putting undue power in the 
hands of employes. In point of 
fact it limited the power of eniployera 
by fixing the outaldo duration of such 
contracts inatead of making them un- 
limited.

The Alaska News, printed at Juneau, 
does not look very kindly upon the pro- 
posal to build a railway from the Stick- 
een to Lake Teslin.

!?ino, or flOO,000 in all, not including 
their expenses in that town. If the pro- 
posed road is built, the News says, most 
of thia trade will be done in Victoria and 
other British Columbia ports, for "no 
one would pack a ton or two of supplies 
o\er tbe Cbilkat pass, build a boat and 
float down a more or less dangerous riv- 
er, if be could ship hia goods by water 
and rail to bis destination and trave 
with ease and comfort." The News goes 
on to say : "The same would be true of 
miners returning in the fall. They 
could leave Circle City the middle of 
September or perhaps as late as Octo- 
ber on a Htcamer running to Lake Tealin 
and lie able to gut out before winter 
overtook tlioin. Not one out of a hun- 
dred of tlieae miners would ever sue 
.luneau." Tlio Juneau paper is not 
very clear what it can do to head off this 
danger to the trade of the town. It 
thinks tbe Chilkat route via the Doul- 
ton Htrait is practically as good as the 
Stickuen-Teslin route, and calls upon 
Congreaa to do something to meet the 
emergency.

A SECOND POSTPONEMENT. 

Sailors From ths "Lyderhorn" Remain ia 
Jail Awaiting tbe Arrival of 
a Witness. 

Owing to the non-arival yesterday 
morning of Thomas Newman, one of the 
principal witnesses in the case pending 
against eleven sailors of the bark Lyder- 
horn, the trial has again been postponed. 
In the meanwhile the sailors await the 
process of the law in the provincial jail. 
There is the possibility of an interesting 
side issue arising out of their defence, 
Captain Lewis, the shipping master 
at this port, realizing the situation 
yesterday pointed out to Superintendent 
Huesey of the provincial police the 
clauses touching the case in the Mari- 
ners' Shipping Act. These set forth 
clearly the law regarding the engaging 
of crews on the American side and the 
hrinjiingof them afterwards into Cana- 
dian territory for tlie signing of articles. 
Whether the law has been complied 
with in this ))articular instance Captain 
Lewis is not in a position to say, as the 
case arises outside his juriediction. The 
principle involved, however, is what he 
is interested in, as be does not think it 
right that sailors at home should be ig- 
nored for those to be obtained elsewhere, 
particularly under the "cribbing" sys- 
tem or according to the idea of tin; 
agencies on the Sound for the supplying 
and boarding of crews.

•Vulay Morrison, M.P,, for Westniin- 
Bter, who ia at the Driard, related last 
night with much amusement how he 
was taken for an emissary sent down to 
Olympia with British gold to buy up the 
Washington legislature. Being anxious 
to post himself as to tlie feeling in Wash- 
ington regarding the protection of the 
salmon fishery, he went down to Olyin- 
pin with Mr. D. J, Muuu, the Westmin- 
ster canner, to see the outcome of the 
bill brought before the Washington legis- 
lature to do away with the traps. 
What was his surprise to sac 
liis visit heralded in the press in 
Seattle and Olympia as having taken 
over a load of gokl to i)urcliasc the paa- 
aage of the act. However, he enjoyed 
Ills visit and speaks highly of the ])leaH- 
ant time he spent among Uncle Sam's 
citizens. 

Mayor Templeton and Dr. Carroll, of 
Vancouver, who arrived last night, are 
here in the interest of a railroad from 
the coast through the Southern portion 
of the province. Mayor Templeton said 
last night th«.t he was a member of the 
syndicate, who were asking for the char- 
ter to build the road, but he was really 
in favor of it being a government enter- 
prise, as he wanted the road built to de- 
velop the country.

Many of tlie IMost Prominent in tbe Hands 
of the Spanish— Tlieir Ideas Largely 
Socialistic. 

Nkw Vdkk, l''eb. IS. — A dispatch to 
the Herald from Manila bays: Cenoral 
Lachambre, wlio has occujucd ti.uiti Do- 
mingo, is now advancing on Silling, 
Cornell and Marina, and will attack the 
rebel forces within three diiys. The 
numhcrof troops employed i.s not pub- 
lished. The batteries employed are two 
Krunp batteries of eight centimetres, 
one battery ol nine and two mortars of 
fifteen tH'ntinietres. With Genei-al La- 
chamiiru is General Marina, who takes 
one battery of artillery of eight com- 
paiiiea. From all reports it would 
seeiu that if the Spaniards are lucky 
enough to indict a decisive chastiBeiiient 
upon the rehel.s in Cavite, the entire 
revolution will collapse. 

The aljHOiK'e of a reliel leader must 
tell upon clic rehul.s ami all their ])rin- 
cipal men are either in the iortresK here 
or have been shot by the authorities. 
I'Vancisco Hojas, the millionaire and 
friend of Cien. lilanco ; liizal, the doctor 
and idol of the Pliilippine Indians: 
Luna, tlie artist whose pictures won a 
gold medal at the I'liris exposition, and 
every other native or half-caste of wealth 
or InSuenc^ in the Catipanan or inner 
circles of conspirators which the natives 
created for their own purposes inside 
the lodges of Maeonry, into which the 
Spaniards conadenlly initiated tlicni 
years ago, are in the toils of the law and 
may be shut any day. 

An immense amount of sufl'eriiii; lias 
been indicted on their faniiliea by tlioso 
niisguitled men. In dozens of cases large 
estates of those implicated have been 
embargoed by the government, and peo- 
ple formerly opulent are reduceil to 
poverty. Even some, native' Catholic 
priests are among the prisoners, seven 
at least having been tempted into the 
plot.

Mr. Cotton presented a petition for a 
private bill to incorporate, tbe Kootenay 
Power & Light Co. to BUpply power and 
light to towns ia Kootenay. 

-Mr, HelmckQD — For a private 1)111 to 
incorporate the Grand Forks Water, 
Power & Light Co. 

, Mr. Kelmcken — Against the Cascade 
AVater Company bill. 
Thofollowiug potitiona were read and 
, received : 

From " The Cottonwood liiver Allu- 
vial Gold Mining Company," for a bill to 
coneolidate their mining leases and prop- 
erties. 

From William Tenipleton and others, 
for a bill to incorporate " The Vancou- 
ver, Victoria and Eastern llaiUvay and 
Navigation Company." 

From D. VV. Moore and othern, for a 
■ bill to incorporate "The Kaalo, Lardeau 
and Duncan Kailway Company." 

From "»The Cariboo Railway Com- 
pany," for a bill to amend their corpor- 
ate act. 

From Charles Wilson and others, for a 
bill (re " Greenwood City and Boundary 
Falls Water Company.")

Mr. Booth presented the fourth rejiort 
of the select committee on private bills 
iuid standing orders as follows: Tliat 
the standing order in reference to the 
following petitions have been complied 
with : 

The Petition of the Thompson River 
Hydraulic Mining Company, the peti- 
tion of the Brandon Water and Light 
Company. 

Your.committee beg to report with re- 
ference to the petition of the ISaslo Elec- 
tric Light Company that the standing 
orders have been complied within bo far 
as the petition deals with so much of the 
application as asks for the power of gen- 
erating electricity for tlie supply of liglit, 
power and heat, and recomruenj that a 
iiill be allowed to bo introduced for that 
purpose. 

The report was received. 

.\Jajor Mutter presented the second re- 
pirt of the printing committee, recom- 
mending that certain returns be jyinted. 

Hon. Mr. Kberts i>resented return's 
giving the judgment of the Full Court 
regarding the Small Debts Act. and Coal 
Mines Regulation Amendment Act. 

Major Matter moVed, seconded by Mr. 
Helmcken, for a return of all papers, 
correspondence and reports in cnsnnec- 
tion with the construction of a bridge 
over the Thompson river at KamlooiJS. 
Carried . 

Mr. Kellie, on a question of privilege, 
called attention to the very large num- 
ber of joint stock companies that were 
being incorporated with an immense 
capital, and asked that the Government 
would ex[iedite llie Companiea Act so as 
to che('k this state of things. This im- 
jiienso capitalization of companies, some 
of which had not $1,000 worth of work 
done on their claims, would act like a 
boomerang and injure the mining inter- 
ests of the province if it were not 
stopped. 

MASTERS ANn SERVANTS. 

The house went into committee of the 
whole on the Master and Servants bill, 
witli Mr. iStoddart in the chair. 

Mr. Kennedy moved that in section 2, 
the term for which a voluntary contiaci 
of service or indenture shouKi be binding 
he fixed at live intteail of nine ^ears. 
The amendment was lo:t. 

Some tliscussion arose over section .">, 
whicli provided for a profit sharing 
agreement between master and servant 
in any trade or business. Mr. Macpher- 
8on wanted to have the periodical state- 
ment by profits made by a chartered ac- 
countant instead of by the employer. 

The Attorney General pointed out that 
the expression a chartered accountant 
did noD apply to this province. The 
same section bad been found advantage- 
ous in Ontoria, and he pointed out that 
if the employer were acting fraudulently 
the workman could have.hia recourse, : 
it was a well known principle at law tiiat 
fraud vitiates every contract. The 
amendment was lost. 

Tliere was more discussion over clause 
8, wliich provided that any agreement 
made outside of British Columbia for 
service within British Columbia ccfuld 
be enforced in Britisli Columbia, pro- 
vided It was of sucli a character that it 
would be binding if it had been made 
within the province. This section was 
struck out. 

The committee rose and reported the 
bill complete with amendments. 

Mr. 1:1 umo introduced the Lardeau 
railway bill, which was read a first time 
and referred to the railway committee. 

Mr. RoijerH introduce<l tlie bill to 
amend tlie Lillooet, i'Vasor River and 
Cariboo ( iold i'^ielda Limited Act, ISDIi. 
It was read a lirsl time and relered to 
the private bills committee. 

The houHC went into committee of the 
whole on the ii. C. Southern Railway 
Aid Act Amenilmeut bill, jNlr. JCeniicdy 
in tiic chair. 

Dr. Walkem objected to tlie uee of the 
word " ambiguity " in the act when the 
first section was read, but it passed with- 
out any further discussion. 

rrn. WAJ.ICIi.M AI'OI.OGISKS. 

A little later Dr. Walkem said he 
wished to apologise to the I'rovincial 
Secretary for what ho had said the day 
before. He had made a mistake in the 
Biilii, for while he did not mean to say 
the Provincial Secretary pocketed the 
money, ho believed that the amount for 
which the charter was sold in Montreal 
was $160,000 and not $180,000. ( Laugh- 
ter.) It was all jvery well for the premier 
to laugi), but Nero laughed when Rome 
was biirninK. (Benewed laughter.) 

Tlie Provincial Secretary, while ap- 
ceptinp the apology, was sorry to say 
not a cent had come into his pockets; he 
only wieiied it had. • 

Mr. Helmcken took exception to the 
word ambiguity in the bill and moved 
to change tlio title to read " An act to 
define the operation of the B.C. Kailway 
Aid Act, 1894." 

Hon. Mr. Eberts proceeded to again ex- 
plain how the ambiguity arose and wont 
over his remarks of the previous day, 
pointing out that the ambiguity was be- 
tween the preamble and the enacting 
clanses. ... 

Mr, Uelmcken's amendment was lost 



and the hill reported to the house com- 
plete without amendment. The report 
was adopted. 

In reply to Mr. Hume, the Attorney- 
General stated that the delay in bring- 
ing down the bill for the incorporation 
of the city of Nelson was because a depu- 
tation was expected as a result of a pub- 
liu meeting at that town and it - was de- 
sired to know if 'the bil) met the -views 
of the citizens. : 

Mr. Cotton, having brought up, the 
neceesity'of giving some aid at once to

The Premier stated that the govern- 
ment, owing to the urgency of the case, 
had alrea'dy taken the matter in hand 
and ho hail intended to inform the houae 
that they had taken the reaponsibility of 
wiring that a sum of $2,000 would be 
placed in the eatimutea for the Indian 
relief fund. Being assured that thb 
whole houae would be in accord, he had 
wired that the amount could be drawn 
upon immediately. 

Mr. Cotton next inquired whether the 
government were prepared to state what 
oolicy* they had agreed on with regard to 
the preservation of the public water 
rights. 

Hon. Mr. Turner replied that the gov- 
ernment had the matter under consider- 
ation, but there were a number of other 

urgent matters before the government, 
and tliougb. they were working hard it 
waa impossible to get through all at 
once. 

Mr. Smith believed that some means 
should bu taken to hedge about water 
privileges in order that people to whom 
they were granted aboiild be deprived of 
their charters unless the water was used. 

lion. James Baker explaini^d that the 
government had under consideration the 
general law governing water rights. The 
private bills committee could exercise 
their powers in regartl to special privil- 
eges asked in private bills. 

Hon. Mr. Turner remarked that the 
government must be careful not to 
trench on the powers of the private bills 
committee. 

Mr. Semlin would like to see some 
principle enunciated that unless the 
water was used for the purposes for 
which it was asked the privileges grant- 
ed aliould be taken away. 

Mr. Ileliiicken did not want the pri- 
vate bills committee'a iiaiuls tied, and 
Mr. l?0(>tli was of opinion that peo|)le 
slioulii bo m.ide to understand that blan- 
ket piivileges would not bo allowed. 

Hon. Mr. Turner "presented a meiisage 
from tlie lieutenant governor enclosing a 
bill to establish farmers' institutes. 

The house adjourned till Monday.

THE COMPANIES' ACT. 

To Tin; Kinroii: — The formation of 
joint stock companies is a matter of such 
vital importance at this juncture of 
atl'airs in British Columbia that it be- 
hooves all business peonle who have had 
experience in the working of couiiianies 
to oxctiango tliongbta and ideas so as to 
have the greatest amount of practical 
knowledge brought to bear on die de- 
vising of a companies' act wliicli shall 
bo alike advantageoua to shareholders 
and creditors. I agree with your cor- 
respondent, Mr. Ivitchen, that section 
•JO in its present form will strike a death 
blow. it is calculated to help the 
moneyocracy ai the espense of the 
honest and energetic prospector and 
miner. I see no reason why persons in- 
corporating should not be at liberty to 
commence business at any time irre- 
spective of the amount paid up, pro- 
viding other safeguards are strictly ira- 
p jsed. 1 notice a correspondent in the 
J3. C, Coiiimercial Journal aignin^; liim- 
Holf " i'^quity " makes some verv excel- 
lent suggestions which are well worth 
quoting, and run as follows: 

" .Vmong other things are the pre- 
paring of a projier balance sheet at least 
once a year, a copy of wliich should bo 
sent to eacli abareiiolder and a copy tiled 
at the office ot the registrarof joint stock 
companies along with the summary of 
capital aod shares of the company, as 
indicated in form E appended to the 
proposed act. All liens, mortgages, or 
other instruments affecting the standing 
of a company should be registered with 
the registrar of joint stock companies 
within a few days of their execution. A 
full and eomiilete audit of all accounts 
should be im|)erative at frequent inter- 
vals, such being done by competent and 
independent persons whom the Lieuten- 
aiit-t.iovernor-in-Conncil might sanction 
or approve of so aa to safeguard as far 
as possible both shareholders and credit- 
ors. It Is highly desirable that tho new 
act whould be so far retrospective as to 
recjuire all existing companies, whether 
foreign or otherwise, to comply with the 
same conditions as regards audit, regis- 
tering mortgages, etc., and filing sum- 
mary of capital and shares together with 
l)roperl^ certified, balance sheets with 
the registrar of joint stock aompantes." 

It is also desirable that provision 
shouUi be made to give shareholders 
finding actual cash a preponderance of 
voting pow(;r at meetings, so as to pre 
vent as far as possible audi cases as one 
has witnessed w here those who have in- 
vested hard-earned cash have been 
out-voted by the " jjajier capitalists " as 
to be completely frozen out. Such vot 
ing restrictions might be modified as 
soon as a company becomes dividend- 
paying.

HAMMOND MURDER TRIAL- 

The Defence Call No Witness, But Let the 
Case Go to the Jury. 

Bi!Aci:i!ntD(ii!, Feb. 19. — When the 
Hammond murder trial was resumed 
this morning, Mr. Johnson, Q.C., the 
leading counsel for the defence, sur- 
prised Ilia hoarora by announcing that 
the defence would not produce any wit- 
nesses, but would go to the jury on the 
crown ease. He the proceeded to iiial;o 
a strong appeal to the jury to acguit the 
prisoner. He argued strongly in sup- 
jiort of tho theory that Eatio Tongh had 
committed suicide. Much of the evi- 
dence of the crown he characterized as 
rags and tatters of perjury. The jury 
having failed to agrie a new trial will 
take 'place, 



In the death of William Booth at the 
Angel hotel, in this city yesterday, Brit- 
ish Columbia lost its solo member of the 
little band of indomitable pioneers who, 
having wou imperishable fame as the 
argonauts of California, followed for- 
tune's beckoning and assisted also in 
liiyiug the foundation upon which the 
present prosperity of this province is se- 
curely established. Like the majority 
of bis associates in whose hands the 
great West passed safely tb.>-ough the 
troubles that beset its infancy, the late 
Mr. Booth was a man of strong individu- 
ality anti recognized personal force. 
Fearing no man, open as the day, rugged 
and direct in manner, gentle and benevo- 
lent to everyone save those who sought 
to impose upon him, he wos to all who 
knew him sudiciently well to estimate 
the sterling worth of hfs character, a 
lepresentaiivo type of western manhood 
a typo that has daily few and fewer 
living representatives. 

And now that he has passed from the 
scenes in which he was so coiis|)icuous 
an actor, the incidents of his eventful 
li.'e move in panoramic succession before 
the cyea of those wtio knesv him here in 
the comparatively "early days," and, 
more than ever w hen he was alive and 
inoveil among them, these veterans now 
realize that "Booth was a remarkable 
man." 

It was in StafTordshire, England, that 
he was born, and that was 86 years ago. 
His early life was spent in his native 
land, and when he emigrated to America 
in 181'2, landing from a sailing ship at 
New Orleans, a young wife accompauied 
him to aid in the makini; of their home in 
llio western workl. For three- years 
they engaijeil in farming in Iowa — until 
the eventful s-i)rinir of '•!() arrived— and, 
listening to the many voices that seemed 
to tell of fortunes to be made in the 
magic unknown land farther on, Mr. 
Booth and his people decided to cross 
■the continent and take up land in Ore- 
gon. 

In these closing days of the century 
this would mean to the majority of peo- 
ple nothing more than a boxing and 
shipping' of household treasures, three 
days travelling in a Pullman car, and 
the unavoidable inconveniences of mov- 
ing. Things were veiy different, how- 
ever, in 1848. No railroad then crossed 
the continent, bringing its extremest 
points into close and advantageous rela- 
tionship — and Irom lOast to West the 
connlry was not dotted as now with fre- 
quent prosperous cities, towns and vil- 
■lages. 

Instead, the West bound pilgrim made 
his way by none too easy stages perhaps 
as far as Missouri, and then either bade 
good-bye even to border civilization, or, 
fearing to face the mysterious land be- 
yond, turned back. 

Mr. Booth was not of the later stamp. 
Indeed, the sight of the rolling prairies 
verdant, vast and virgin — seemed less 
auggestiTe to blm of the difiSculties with 
which advance would be beset than of 
unrestricted opportunities for develop- 
ment — a world with a(l the charm of 
Bovelty waiting but to be won. 

There were some forty members of the 
family |)arLy when the overland journey 
was entered upon, numerous relatives 
having joined fortunes with Mr. Booth 
in .America, and these, w ith their entire 
posaessions, their families, and provi 
sions sullicient for the long westward 
passage, filleil ten huge, canvas-hooded 
wagons drawn by patient oxen — the 
prairie eclioonera that, until the railways 
succeeded them, wi^re as much a tlistin- 
guialiiiig mark of the moving tide of civ- 
ilization as were the whitening skeletons 
along the way. 

The intention of tho Booth company 
on etarting out from .St. Jo was to make 
direct for Oregon, 'but when Fort Hall, 
the first stopping place in the wilder 
ness, was reached, naws was bad of the 
fertility of California and it^s superior 
advantages. And ho, after many con 
Hultations among the heads of the fam- 
ilies, each of whom acted as captain of 
his own schooners, the course of the 
Blow moving fleet was nlteretl, and the 
Golden State became the objective point. 

P'ortHall in those days was but a sam- 
ple of the scrambling collection of log 
build ings serving as homo for a hand- 
ful of frontier soldiers — the prone- 
ness of the redskins to molest 
the passing emigrant being the 
reason for their existence, and 
the treacherous savage not. infre<iuenily 
providing them with drear and danger- 
ous li[;hliiig in plenty, with little chance 
of winning soldierly distinction. Of 
course the Booth piarty had heard of 
the doings cf the Indians long before 
Fort Mall was reached ; it was soon after 
the journey was resumed from this 
point, however, that a personal acijuain- 
taucc was obtained. And this was a 
very serious affair for the whites. 

The red skins in small parties had for 
days harassed them, and many had 
been the contributions from tho slender 
stock of supplies, given as the price of 
freedom from molestation. Tlje climax 
was reached when a war chief with up

wards of seven hundred followers dis- 
puted at the Platte the further progress 
of the party through his domain. He 
and his braves desired too, that they be 
entertained, and from their slender 
stores the emigrantB", too few to think of 
lighting, were forced to feed the seven 
hundred red men. The latter afterwards 
gave, grudgingly, permission to proceeil, 
and on went the whites still fu^'ther into 
the wilderness. 

No supjily dejjot was to be found until 
California was reached, and so an ad- 
ditional impetus was given to the desire 
for a completion of their journey. It 
was success and California— o- death, 
and a few more white skeletons upon 
the trackless plains. 

On their westward journey tho Booth 
family several times fell in with the Don- 
ner party, whose tragic fate in the Sier- 
ras is BO conspicuous a chapter in the 
history of the West. Indeed theircourses 
merged and separated alternately all along 
the route — first one and then the other 
going ahead. The Donners were in camp 
at the little sheet of water, to which thev 
gave their leader's name when Mr. Booth 
and his people reached that point, hav- 
ing crossed the desert on the Truckee 
route. Ahead, an almost precijiitous 
bluir apparently forbade further prc- 
gress, and this had sent tho Donner com- 
pany into camp. 

With their haunting shortage of sup- 
plies, and no (rhaiice of replenishing the 
stores, the liooths dared not delay, and 
so necessity g|)urred their endeavors, 
and after prospecting the country round 
about, the jirobleni was solved. The 
men of the Booth family wont 
to work with picks and shovels 
and in less than a day a road had been 
built by which the passage of the preci- 
pice was rendered not impracticable. 

Then the Donner party and otliurs did 
a strange thing. They had declined to 
lend a hand in the building of the road, 
but seeing it completed they proposed to 
use it. Tliey were infinitely the stronger 
party, and there was no law other than 
that of might possible of enforcement 
under such conditions. So they confi- 
dently announced that they \\<;re going 
over the pass in advance of its builders 
— and the Booth company, already on 
short rations, woulii have to wait. 

They had not counted, however, upon 
the mettle of the little band of lOtiglisb. 
(Quickly they took possession of the road 
that their own industry had provided, 
aud when the Donners' came on they 
found the iiooth family ready. If the 
Donners' went over the road first, they 
said, it would be over their dead bodies. 

The issue of battle was not forced; the 
Booth family went on and the Donners' 
returned to their camp. When another 
day came the winners of the way looked 
back to the hill over which they bad 
come and it was wliite with just fallen 
snow. Tho storm conljnued for days, 
holding the Donner family prisoners in 
their camp until, weeks later, relief was 
taken them from Suter's Fort (now Sa- 
cramento), by one of the Booth's in per- 
son. 

By this time, out of a company of con- 
siderably more than fifty, half a dozen 
only remained alive, the others, one by 
one, having succumbed to starvation, 
died of the cold, or crazed and bereft of 
human sensibilities lived on by resorting 
to cannibalism. 

The scarcity of their supplies as they 
proceeded forced the members of the 
Booth company to short and shorter ra- 
tions, until the position of affairs be 
came so desperate that the man who 
died in this city yesterday was selected 
to go on ahead on foot and alone from 
the head of Bear river, or rather from 
Bear river crossing — a forlorn hope 
whoso mission was to find a way to civ 
ilization and bring back food to his 
starving family before it was loo late. 
The task was a terrible one, but tho 
pioneer was able to perforin it. He 
succeeded in finding his way to an out- 
skirt settler's, and there was able to ob- 
tain a little bran and some " jerked " 
beef — this was all that the solitary set 
tier had for himself. 

With these treasures the messenger 
started back alone and on foot over the 
hitherto untraversed country, rejoining 
his family and bringing to them tho 
means of life. 

At first Mr, Booth and his family took 
up land in tlie vicinity of what is now 
Marysville, the remainder of their party 
going on to the Santa Clara valley. The 
fever and ague proved too much for 
them, however, and after a year's trial 
of the Marysville neighborliood they re- 
moved to Santa Clara too, at about tho 
time that the quicksilver mines in the 
vicinity commenced to attract attention 
As soon as bis teams could be got in con 
dition for the work, Mr. Booth took a 
hand in the hauling in of supplies and 
the taking out of quicksilver, this pro- 
viding profitable employment during 
1847. 

One year later the gold discoveries at 
Sutter's Mill set the entire coiniuunity 
on fire, and leaving his family at Santa 
Clara Mr. Booth joined in the rush to 
the placer mines, where for some time 
ho was engaged in mining with consid- 
erable success. Illni'SH eventually forced 
him back to his valley home, and again 
he returned to his occupation of teaming 
and cattle ranching, haulinir goods from 
Stocton to the mines at ,'50 cents a jiound 
for the -lO-mile tiip — a figure which in 
those days was considered by many en- 
tirely insufficient for the service per- 
formed. 

Ijj 1S51 the adventurous crosser of the 
plains visited Australia, and having 
established his family comfortably in 
Sydney, joined in the rush to Ballarat. 
Here too he was successful as a miner, 
his past experience standing liim good 
service. The Australian climctc did not, 
lowever, agree with his family, and 
within a year they returned to Califor- 
nia by the saniB steamer that had borne 
them from the golden state. They at 
once took up their old home in the 
Booth valley, and there tliey lived — Mr. 
Booth once more going into cattle ranch- 
ing — until 1801. 

Three years previous to this Mr. 
Booth had paid a brief visit to British 
Columbia, and, liking the country, ho 
lost no time in disposing of his interests 
in the Santa Clara country and moving 
north with hie family. They made their 
home on arrival on the old Esquiinalt 
road, and there the homestead was 
until 1884, Mrfl. Boqrth dying dur- 
iiiig the residence of the family in this 
city. In the year mentioned they re- 
moved to the Delta, where eight or nine 
years before Mr. Booth had purchased a 
two thousand acre farm, and where he 
lived ever since. 

About four weeks since he found his 
health rapidly failing, and came to Vic- 
toria in order that ho might have the ad- 
vice of his old and tried friend, Hon. Dr. 
Helnioken. The latter was in constant 
attepdance upon him up to the time of 
his passing from life— death coming 
peacefully yesterday,- Tbp funeral is

H. and Mrs. T. E. Ladner, Mrs. Skinner, 
Mrs. Granewalt and Miss Booth having 
preceded their father to the grave. 



Commercial Situation During the 
Week Reviewed— More Hopeful 
Oondition of Thing's. 



The Failui-es, iu the United States 
Run Smaller Than a • 
Year Ago. 



New York, Feb. 19.— R. G. Dun A 
Co.'s weekly review of trade will say to- 
morrow : " A large increase in the steel 
and iron business, on account of sales 
covering eichfc to twelve months' pro- 
duction of the largest works, a better de- 
mand for woolen goods and slightly bet- 
ter in cottons, a gain which may prove 
lasting in boots and shoes, and slightly 
better prices for wheat, cotton, wood and 
iron, and a. money market well 
adapted to encourage liberal purchases 
against future improvement in business 
have rendered the past week more hope- 
ful than any other since early in Novem- 
ber. The heavy excess of mercliaudise 
exports over imports in January, the 
continuance of exchange rates showing 
that Europe is still largely indebted to 
this country on current account and the 
prospect that congress will adjourn with- 
out any disturbing action, all have their 
infiuence upon the money market and 
upon future undertakings. 

" In nearly every branch the great iron 
and steel industry feels the upward im- 
pulse supjilied by purchases of steel rails 
said to be half a million tons, each from 
tho Illinoia steel company and from the 
Carnegie couipaiiy, besides from other 
companies in part as low as .$15 per ton, 
about 100,000 to foreign puTcliasers at 
.$17 to ^!IS, but all recent sales have been 
at $20 at Eastern and $21 at W^estern 
mills. Other industries are gaining 
also, though less conspicuously. 
The shipments of boots and shoes 
in l<'ebrnary have been about 
;i,000 cases larger than in any 
jirovious year to date, and the increasing 
orders have enabled some works to start, 
although very many buyers still hesitate 
to pay the advance prices demanded. 
Leather is well supported at the recent 
advance in prices by large purchases and 
is 4 shade stronger, while hides, though 
irregular and peculiarly sensitive at Chi- 
cago, are also a shade stronger in ijuo- 
taiions. 

'.' The recent decline and subsequent 
rise in raw cotton have not mat(^rially 
affected tlie manufacturers, who are 
gradually getting rid of their accumula- 
ted surplus, though there seems to be 
but little increase as yet in the demand 
for goods. Sales ol wool have sharply 
declined, amounting to 7,109,300 pounds 
for the week, against 9,157,900 for tho 
previous week, but owing to heavy trans- 
actions early in the month, the sales 
for three weeks have been 30,- 
i;!0,900 pounds,* of which 18,057,,'iOO 
pounds were domestic, against 
13,108,700 pounds last year, of 
which 5,997,500 pounds^were domestic 
and 16,996,200 pounds in 1803, of which 
10,9-I4,200 pounds were domestic. The 
larger dealers have acquired full sup- 
plies for the !> resent and at any atlvanco

of the market, fthe demand for woollen 
goods does not seem to have expanded 
materially and no quotable change in 
prices has appeared during the week. 

" Wheat dropjied oil' to 80?.'jC, but rose 
to 83'.,'c. with no important impulse ex- 
ce))t the conviction that recent prices 
have been low enough. The Atlantic 
exports. Hour included, were only 1,235,- 
375 bushels for tho week against 1,810,- 
204 last year, but for three weeks they 
have been 5,090,-151 bushels against 5,- 
448,429 last year. The Western receipts 
are still small for the week, being: 
only 1,504,845 bushels against 2,415,- 
558 last year and for the past three 
weeks they were only 4,699,240 bushes, 
8,328,771 last year, Meanwhile western- 
receipts of corn have been well nigh 
doubled, aud for three weeks the Atlan- 
tic exports have been 6,317,214 bushels, 
against 3,234,879 last year. Evidently 
this movement is displacing many mil- 
lion bushels of wheat in foreign con- 
sumption. 

"It is encouraging that the failures 
are running smaller than a year ago. 
The failures for the last week have been 
303 in the United States, against 280- 
last year, and 68 in Canada against 06^ 
last year.
